1. The Briesen (* 53/A 19) airficle, located 2 tm east of the Trand railroad 
stetion, alonc the Lerlin-luebben (1 52/A 28) railroad line, is to be im~ 
proved. Transporation questions, suc!. as the allotment of railroad cars 
etc. were discussed in the Cottbus (1 52/A 57) RR district building, between 
the ®rend railread stationemaster and a construction superintendent of the 
firm which had the contract for the work. 


2. Accorcin: to the station-master, improvement work was to start early in 
January 1951. the construction superintendent said that 1,500 laborers 
were to te employed. He also said that six carloads of bulicing material 
were to arrive daily at first and later up to 100 carloads would arrive 
Caily. the field was to be completed by Jurcust 1951. *
